A few years ago the adulteration of 
food became so general as to cause 
wide alarm, and a crusade was insti¬ 
tuted against the practice which Im¬ 
periled the health of the nation. Leg, 
Islatures were apprised of the dangers, 
and stringent laws for the suppression 
of food adulteration were passed.

The Importance of the exhibit to be 
made in the Division of Chemistry of 
the Department of Agriculture of the 
United States Government at the Pan- 


The third section of the exhibit of 
the Ghemisti-y Division will be Illus¬ 
trative of the physical and chemical 
constitution of the materials used In 
the construction of roads. The impor¬ 
tance of good roads to the progress of 
agriculture is universally admitted,and 
the Secretary of Agriculture has lately 
established- in the Division of Chemis¬ 
try a Road Material Laboratory. 

The object of this work is td deter¬ 
mine by careful chemical and physical 
tests the composition of the materials 
best suited to the manufacture e’f-good 
roads. The exhibit will consist of the 
road materials en bloc, together with 
the results of artificial attrition. The 
fine dust obtained by this process is 
molded into cubes under great pressure 
and then subjected to the blows of a 
small hammer until disintegrated. The 
cubes of these materials will be exhib¬ 
ited, together with the fragments ob¬ 
tained by their disaggregation under 
blows of a given magnitude. The chem¬ 
ical composition of these materials is 
also carefully studied and will be 
Shown in appropriate tables.

Prom the remotest ages the egg has 
been looked upon as the symbol of cre¬ 
ation, or new birth. According to the 
I ersians, the world was hatched from 
an egg at that season of the year which 
Miresponds to the vernal e^inox. 
Hence the Parsees still exchange gifts 
of colored eggs at the new year festi¬ 
val, which they celebrate at this date. 
Among the .Tews the egg entered into 
all the mysterious ceremonies called 
apocalyptic and occupied a prominent 
position on the household table during 
the- paschaP season. Christianity in¬ 
vested the pas'chal egg with a new slg- 
mficanee-namely, that of the resur. 
rection of Christ, and it was colored 
red in allusion to his blood shed for 
sinners on the cross. 

A curious custom in mediaeval church¬ 
es, for priests and choristers to join in 
a game of ball at Elastertide, took its 
rise from the Easter egg, which was 
thrown, from one to the other of the 
choristers in the nave of the church 
while an anthem was being sung. As 
a missed -Egg meant a smashed egg, the 
more durable handball was substituted. 

But the smashing of eggs continued 
as a form of outdoor sport Survivals 
are to be found among all Teutonic 
and Anglo-Saxon. pTOple.

The old soldier bad 
seen theTr coming and had prepared, 
according to his ideas, to receive them 
Prom.an upper window waved the col¬ 
ors of France, and as one of the Prus¬ 
sian officers started to enter the house 
to learn the meaning of this hostile dis 
play he was met by the' old mao, who 
had dressed himself in his ancient uni¬ 
form and stood, sword in hand, in the 
center of the roOm. 

“Ah, Prussian pig!” exclaimed he, 
drawing his sword. ‘‘Draw and de¬ 
fend yourself, or I will hew you down.
